£600 from the British 
Heart Foundation. 

She was found not 
guilty of one charge of 
stealing £250. 

Prosecutor Eugene 
Egan said the thefts 
occurred over a period 
of three weeks, when 
Mathias was working at 
the charity’s Holton 
Road shop. 


He said that she failed 
to pay in the £600 to a 
bank. Mathias denied 
the charges and said the 
money had been paid in. 

Her counsel, Meirion 
Davies, said at the time 
she had financial prob¬ 
lems which had resulted 
in a breakdown of her 
marriage. She was cur¬ 
rently employed and had 


told her new employer 
of her current position, 
and they were fully sup¬ 
portive of her. 

At present, said Mr 
Davies, her life was 
chaotic and she was hav¬ 
ing accommodation 
problems. 

The case, she said, 
had not been a pleasant 
experience for her and 
had caused her great 
stress.

George 
(88) loves 
his exotic 
animals!

VETS in Cardiff 
were astonished 
when the former 
owner of Barry zoo 
brought in a rare 
injured ‘rhea’ for 
them to treat. 

George Palmer (88) 
has had a fascination 
with animals all his life, 
and his latest acquisi¬ 
tions are three flightless 
birds with spindly, long 
legs and enlongated 
necks. 

Rheas are rather like 
ostriches, but don’t grow 
quite so high. 

George told The 
GEM: “When one of 
them got injured, I took 
it to the vet’s surgery in 
Cardiff. 

“They’d never seen 
one before and all the 
staff wanted a look. 

They even wanted to 
take pictures.” 

George took posses¬ 
sion of the rare birds 
thanks to his pal 
Laurence Hill who took 
him to Kilgetty to pick 
them up from a breeder. 

Laurence explained: 
“When we got back, one 
of the rheas slipped, 
spread-eagling its legs 
like a calf on a slippery 
surface. 

“We had to take it 
into the PDSA in Bute 
Street, Cardiff, which is 
between the Salvation 
Army and the church.” 

A rhea has grey- 
brown plumage. They 
can grow to six feet, six 
inches - ostriches can 
grow to nine feet tall! 


The injured rhea is 
now slowly recovering 
in its protective cage. 

George once owned 
Barry Zoo with his 
brother Hugh. It was 
located on Live Mile 
Lane, where the Welsh 
Hawking Centre is based 
now. 

George lives out in 
the country, not far from 
where he and Hugh ran 
the zoo for 20 years. 

George explained: 
“Fve always loved ani¬ 
mals. As a youngster, 
when I lived in Cardiff, I 
would cycle all the way 
to the Severn ferry, make 
my way across the river, 
and go to Bristol Zoo.” 

He worked as an engi¬ 
neer before achieving his 
aim of starting up a 
Welsh zoo. 

“We opened in 1960, 
with a small collection 
of birds and animals, to 
help the fight to preserve 
British wildlife. 

“We went on to breed 
lions, pumas, leopards, 
tapirs and emus.” 

The zoo also housed 
bears, ponies, chim¬ 
panzees and wolves. 
George and Hugh 
received awards for their 
conservation work. 

The zoo closed in the 
1980s, but George has 
retained his love of ani¬ 
mals — hence his enthu¬ 
siasm for the rheas.

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GROUP IS FORMED AIMING TO CREATE... 

‘A wonderful park 
at heart of Barry’

A ‘White Farm 
Conservation 
Group’ (WFCG) 
has been formed to 
protect local bio¬ 
diversity and an 
ancient church in 
the well known 
Barry beauty spot. 

Planning permission 
has been granted for 
Persimmon Homes to 
build 177 homes on part 
of White Farm, but local 
Labour councillors in 
the Gibbonsdown and 
Dyfan wards say they 
are concerned about the 
future of the remaining 
open space. 

Planning permission 
for housing was granted 
on appeal, but the devel¬ 
opers have to allocate 
6.9 hectares of open 
space once they start 
work. 

Persimmon Homes 
also has to provide a 


play area as well as a 
footbridge, pond and a 
system of footpaths. 

Councillors say this 
will provide residents of 
the Colcot and surround¬ 
ing areas with an oppor¬ 
tunity to create a natural 
park which can benefit 
both wildlife and resi¬ 
dents alike. 

The group is also 
determined to protect 
the medieval Church of 
St Dyfan and St Teilo, 
which was recently tar¬ 
geted by vandals. 

The eco-group will be 
a membership-based 
group with a yearly 
membership priced at £5 
and open to youngsters 
and adults. 

The WFCG officers 
are the chairman and co¬ 
ordinator, Coun Rob 
Curtis; vice-chairman, 
Coun Anthony Powell; 
secretary, Coun Claire 
Curtis; and treasurer, 
Coun Margaret 


Wilkinson. 

WFCG is calling on 
local residents surround¬ 
ing White Farm, who 
care about local nature 
and the unique medieval 
church, to join WFCG 
by completing member¬ 
ship forms available 
from group officers. 

Councillors hope that 
as membership increas¬ 
es, the running of the 
voluntary group can be 
handed over to others. 

The first event will be 
a fundraising Fair Trade 
tea and coffee afternoon 
on Saturday, September 
29, at Coun Curtis’s 
home starting at 2.30pm. 
Tickets are £4. 

On Saturday, 

November 24, a litter 
pick will take place, 
meeting at the car park 
of St Dyfan and St Teilo 


Church at 11am. 
Participants are advised 
to wear appropriate 
boots and clothing for 
the weather. 

The founder of the 
group and its chairman, 
Gibbonsdown councillor 
Rob Curtis said: “I am 
proud and delighted to 
be able to announce the 
launch of the White 
Farm Conservation 
Group. 

“This group has been 
many months in the 
planning but I now hope 
local residents will show 
their support for its core 
aim of creating and pro¬ 
tecting the remaining 
green spaces around 
White Farm. 

“I spent many of my 
childhood years devel¬ 
oping my love of nature 
by exploring the woods 


and fields of White 
Farm. 

“I hope future genera¬ 
tions of local children 
will also benefit from 
such an eco-education.” 

The vice-chairman, 
Dyfan councillor 

Anthony Powell, added: 
“I urge all those con¬ 
cerned about the protec¬ 
tion of this beautiful val¬ 
ley and church to join 
with us in creating an 
organisation which we 
all can be proud of. 

“The remaining green 
area is very large and 
will provide a space for 
people to learn about 
wildlife and their local 
history. 

“We will be hoping to 
work with both develop¬ 
ers and local residents 
over the coming years to 
help build a wonderful 
natural park at the heart 
of Barry.” 


FURTHER CONCERNS OVER 
SEVERN BARRAGE PROPOSALS 


A FORMER Sully 
councillor has spo¬ 
ken of his concerns 
at proposals to 
revive the much- 
dehated Severn 
Barrage project, 
following those 
voiced hy current 
Sully representa¬ 
tive Coun Kevin 
Mahoney in The 
GEM (August 30). 

Coun Anthony Ernest 
said that most warnings 
have so far concentrated 
on environmental dam¬ 
age the scheme could 
pose. 

But he pointed out 
there could be far more 
serious consequences 
for the community, 
namely for property 




owners. He said: “There 
is a real danger of 
‘planning blight’ falling 
on any properties likely 
to be in the ‘firing line’ 
of this grand scheme, 
which will not bring a 
single benefit to either 
Penarth or Sully, let 
alone Dinas Powys and 
countryside north of 
Lavemock and 
Cosmeston. 

“This scheme will 
impact on a huge num¬ 
ber of properties in the 
Penarth to Sully area, as 
the precise landfall on 
the Welsh side is unde¬ 
termined according to 
the several plans that 
have been published in 
recent years.” 

Coun Ernest also 
warned of the logistics 
involved in the opera- 





tion, saying that they 
could destroy the com¬ 
munities surrounding 
the works. 

“The very fact that 
there is only a single 
track road between 
Penarth and Sully, with 
narrow country lanes

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off this road, means that 
access to the barrage 
landfall will inevitably 
clog up the highways.” 

He said it would 
involve the movement 
of massive machinery, 
include major civil 
engineering works, and 
could lead to the demo¬ 
lition of property in the 
area. 

“If the scheme was 
also to include a rail 
and road link, then the 
consequences for this 
area are horrendous 
over the next decade or 
so.” 

Peter Hain MP, who 
is supporting the pro¬ 
posals, previously told 
The GEM that he 
understood residents’ 
concerns over disrup-

tion to the area, but that 
the benefits of the proj¬ 
ect outweighed the tem¬ 
porary setbacks. 

He said: “It is under¬ 
standable that there are 
fears from local people. 
But there will be full 
discussion with local 
people before work 
starts and we want dis¬ 
ruption to be minimal. 

“There will be activi¬ 
ty - nothing can be built 
without it. 

“It is the biggest 
investment in Wales’ 
history in terms of con¬ 
struction, engineering 
and landscaping. 

“It is going to be one 
of the world’s most 
iconic sights. There is 
nothing comparable in 
the world, and it will 
bring countless tourists 
to the area. 

“To have one of the 
most iconic renewable 
green projects here will 
be something to be 
proud of.”

The last lock keeper 
on the Fourteen Locks, 
who lived at Pensarn 
Cottage and died in 1984 
at the age of 84, was 
Jack Brookes (or Squire 
Jack, as he was known). 

Having tramped the 
canal path to the Femlea 
Bridge, the group tack¬ 
led the gradual climb up 
to Twmbarlwm or the 
Tump, which has the 
Cistercian Way running 
across it. 

Twmbarlwm once 
formed part of a triangle 
of hill forts overlooking 
the valley in which 
Cwmbran is situated, the 
other two being Lodge 
Wood Camp and Y Gaer 
the Roman hill fort just 
outside Brecon. 

The group descended 
for lunch and then con¬ 
tinued across the fields 
to Bettws. 

They joined the 
Cwmbran arm of the 
Monmouth and Brecon 
canal and walked back 


along the towpath to the 
Cefn Flight of the 
Fourteen Locks, which 
was probably the great¬ 
est achievement of 
Thomas Dadford Jr, who 
died at the age of 40 in 
1801 and is buried at 
Llanarth Church near 
Raglan.

Hensol Castle Park 
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Vale Council 
leader backs 
‘zero tolerance’ 
on littering 


THE Leader of the Vale 
Council has backed the zero 
tolerance approach of a local 
support company brought in 
to deal with people who dis¬ 
card litter or allow their dogs 
to foul areas without tidying 
up. 

Over recent years, GEM readers 
have regularly complained in the let¬ 
ters’ column of the blight of littering 
and dog mess and the lack of stern 
measures by the council. 

In one extreme instance of negli¬ 
gent littering at Whitmore Bay, Barry, 
a young girl was badly burned by a 
barbecue buried in the sand and had 
to be treated at the burns unit of 
Morriston Hospital. 

The local authority support compa¬ 
ny XFOR now has enforcement offi¬ 
cers patrolling the Vale, and offenders 
can be fined £75. 

The company is taking part in a 
one-year pilot scheme, which the Vale 
Council hopes will significantly 


improve the cleanliness of streets, 
parks and beaches locally. 

Vale Council Leader, Coun Neil 
Moore, said a zero tolerance approach 
was justified and that it had been pub¬ 
licised well in advance. 

“There were warnings issued, both 
in advertisements and articles in the 
press for weeks, if not months, that 
this was going to happen. 

“If people are identified (in throw¬ 
ing away litter or not clearing up after 
their dogs) they will be penalised.” 

Coun Moore said the council had 
also placed extra litter bins in certain 
locations, adding: “If anybody thinks 
a litter bin is required in a location 
they can get in touch with the council 
and we will assess it, and provide it if 
it is justified. 

“People can also get in touch with 
us if they feel a bin is not getting emp¬ 
tied regularly enough.”

Council regarding issues to do with 
the location or emptying of bins, they 
should call 01446 700111.

A RHOOSE coun¬ 
cillor has said he 
would like to see a 
half-hourly service 
on the Vale of 
Glamorgan railway 
line - to increase its 
use.

hourly service because I 
know many people fear 
having to wait for an 
hour in Cardiff if they 
miss a train - this clearly 
puts people off using the 
train service.”

THE Cefn Mably Hotel on 
Lavernock Road, Penarth is 
currently in the middle of a 
series of events being held to 
mark the 125th anniversary of 
the public house. 

In 1887, local builder Mr William 
Longhurst Morris was busy building 
houses in the fast-expanding town of 
Penarth. 

The Penarth Local Board meeting 
of April 4 1887 approved the con¬ 
struction of 13 cottages at 
Morristown, the section of south 
Redlands Road which bore the name 
of the aforementioned Mr Morris. 

One plot of the development was 
in the ownership of the Tynte Kemys 
family of Cefn Mably, a mansion 
near Michaelston y Fedw near St 
Mellons, Cardiff. Hence the Cefn 
Mably Hotel was born. 

The first landlord of the pub/hotel 


was William Blake, who farmed at 
nearby Cogan Hall Farm. 

At the time, there was an expand¬ 
ing quarrying activity at nearby Cwrt 
y Fil, supplying stone for house 
building in Penarth in sufficient 
quantity to require the construction 
of a tramway from the quarries to 
Westbourne Road to avoid damage 
to the ‘parish road’, now Stanwell 
Road. 

Many of the residents of 
Morristown appear to have been 
engaged in the quarrying and dress¬ 
ing of stone. 

A unique Cefn Mably 125 cele¬ 
bration ale is being supplied by the 
Vale of Glamorgan Brewery, and 
among the events being arranged 
there is a Welsh food and ale festival 
with the special ale (pint or bottle) 
supplied free with any meal.

Penarth Computer 
Club news round-up 


AS well as talks on 
how to live with 
your computer, we 
are introducing 
more frequent free- 
ranging Brains- 
Trust meetings to 
consider questions 
of immediate inter¬ 
est. 

Beginners have ques¬ 
tions about basic mat¬ 
ters and these are deal 
with straightforwardly. 
Indeed, our first few 
talks dealt with many of 
them before they are 
asked. As people get 
more into the things 
they want to do, they 
naturally encounter situ¬ 
ations that require 
answers to rather more 
complex questions. This 
is where we hope to 
provide some help (note 
the word hope). 

No guarantee is given 
other than we will try. 
This is because the club 
is composed not of 
highly trained computer 
experts, but of people 
who are interested in 
using computers and 
who have quietly gath¬ 
ered a certain amount of 
know-how that they are 
happy to share with oth¬ 
ers. 

The reliability of 
computer hardware and 
software has improved 
enormously over time 
and they do things now 


that we could only 
dream about a few years 
ago. This is sometimes 
offset by the sheer com¬ 
plexity and range of 
their capabilities that, in 
combination, fail to 
cope with the frailties of 
the people who try to 
use them. That gener¬ 
ates the questions. 

Machines (not just 
computers) are famed 
for being able to choose 
the most awkward 
moments to play up. 

The intense frustration 
increases if no solution 
is forthcoming. 

What is the best 
approach? Well, obvi¬ 
ously, it is better to 
avoid the problem in the 
first place - and some 
can be prevented by 
keeping your Operating 
System, Applications 
and hardware drivers up 
to date. This can be 
quite simple and partly 
automated. 

When asking a ques¬ 
tion, it is important to 
provide as much rele¬ 
vant information as you 
can about the problem. 
Such as: Computer 
make and model; oper¬ 
ating system and ver¬ 
sion; make and model 
of any hardware 
involved e.g. printer; 
application name and 
version; exactly note 
any error message (cut 
and paste it); a note of 
the last thing(s) you did; 


what anti-virus software 
are you using and is it 
up to date?; have you 
just installed any new 
software?; has anyone 
else been using your 
computer, who and 
why? 

Not everything will 
be both relevant and 
available, but as you are 
stuck, you might not 
know what is. Even 
with lots of information 
the answer might not be 
clear-cut. 

Sometimes the best 
reply will be advice to 
try X or Y or to check 
for A or B. 

You will, of course, 
have tried the classic 
first option: close every¬ 
thing down; including 
the power; wait half a 
minute and then start all 
over again. Many prob¬ 
lems vanish at the 
reboot. Reading the 
manual is usually the 
last resort!

Her counsel added: 
“She has lost her good 
character and it is 
extremely unlikely the 
Court will see her 


But, said Recorder 
David Miller, the case 
involved stealing from 
a charity. 

“This was in the 
course of your employ¬ 
ment when you had a 
signiHcant degree of 
trust placed in you to 
bank the day’s takings. 
Twice you failed to do 
so, and helped yourself 
to the money.” 

The charity, said the 
Recorder, relied on 


charitable donations 
and the public obvious¬ 
ly placed trust in her. 

“It was not the 
largest amount, but 
your crime cannot be 
measured financially,” 
he said. 

He said the custody 
lines had been crossed, 
and she had chosen to 
deny her wrong-doing. 

“You have shown no 
remorse for what you 
have done,” he added. 

He said the charity 
put donations into 
research, and he had a 
duty to pass a prison 
sentence.

Disability Sport 
Wales provides the 
support network for 
talented athletes to 
become world champi¬ 


ons and paralympians. 
They deliver commu¬ 
nity and elite training 
opportunities and this 
year will receive over 
£lm from Welsh 
Government and 
Lottery funding to 
back this work. 

Much has been said 
about the impact and 
legacy of 2012 and 
what we should do to 
sustain this in 
Government, as citi¬ 
zens and in communi¬ 
ties. 

I was particularly 
interested in the legacy 
of the Paralympics as 
Minister for Equalities

Road safety event 
drives home message 
of safe motoring 


A FUN road safety awareness 
day with a serious message 
was held at King Square, 
Barry recently to help educate 
both young and old about the 
importance of safe motoring. 

Visitors had the chance to play the 
role of a ‘speed cop’, test their 
knowledge of seatbelt safety and put 
their questions to experts on the sub¬ 
ject of drink driving at the pop up bar. 

The event was organised by road 
safety officers at the Vale Council and 
the local Fire and Rescue Service. 

A police demonstration of a speed 
safety camera, with the chance to get 
hands-on with the technology used by 
the traffic police to catch speeding 
motorists, proved a popular attraction 
at the event. 

A car crash scenario provided a 
shocking reminder of the devastation 
speeding, drink and careless driving 
can cause, something Road Safety 
officers and the police hope the visi¬

A mock dummy bearing some of 
the more common injuries sustained 
by people involved in road traffic col¬ 
lisions, in both worst case and minor 
incidents, was just one of the ele¬ 
ments featured in the realistic sce¬ 
nario. 

A sobering message about the per¬ 
ils of drink driving and advice on 
how to enjoy alcohol responsibly was 
offered to those propping up the tem¬ 
porary bar, while those under drink¬ 
ing age had a chance to get involved 
in an interactive seatbelt safety 
demonstration. 

The importance of always wearing 
a seatbelt was highlighted to the 
young visitors with the help of ‘Belt 
Up Teddy’, who bravely put his safe¬ 
ty on the line to demonstrate the 
impact a collision has when the pas¬ 
senger - in this case Teddy - isn’t 
wearing a seatbelt.

S INCE my last 
column, we 
have had yet 
another fabnlons 
event to enjoy - 
the Paralympics: 
Wales had a record 
38 athletes winning 
14 medals, 12 per 
cent of the GB 
total. 

This was a wonderful 
achievement and we 
congratulate everyone 
who competed in team 
GB. 

We have also seen 
another successful Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Agricultural Show. 
Congratulations are due 
to the organising com¬ 
mittee. 

Every year at the 
Show, the council holds 
a business event. This 
year, we focused on 
economic development. 
Business people from 
the Vale shared their 
ideas on how our area 
could be made more 
attractive to business 
and how we might 
work together to better 
encourage tourism. 

We’ll be using the 
suggestions to help 
inform our decision 
making and we will be 
reporting back to every¬ 
one that participated.

pass, which was the 
same as last year. 

Compared to last 
year, the number of 
pupils achieving an A 
grade was 1.7 per cent 
lower, but still an 
impressive 5.4 per cent 
above the Welsh aver¬ 
age. 

At GCSE level 24.5 
per cent of pupils 
gained the top A*/A, 
maintaining last year's 
performance, while 
69.8 per cent of all 
entries results in an A* 

- C grade. This is a 
marginal decrease of 
0.4 per cent compared 
to last year. 

These are excellent 
results - well done to 
all the pupils and their 
teachers. 

CRITICISMS 

I would like to finish 
by answering some 
unfounded criticisms 
that I have received. 

This council has 
been questioned on its 
promise of openness 
and transparency 
because there have been 
items on its cabinet 
agenda, which are not 
open to the public, 
known as Part 2 reports. 

These are confiden¬ 
tial items that are not 
made public for legal 


reasons. This is 
because there are pri¬ 
vate, personal, contrac¬ 
tual or commercially 
sensitive information 
contained within them 
and as such the council 
is legally obliged not to 
make them public. 

I do not like having 
Part 2 reports, believing 
that as many reports as 
possible should be open 
to public scrutiny, but 
there have to be some 
exceptions. 

Therefore, when any 
report is submitted as a 
Part 2 item, it has been 
thoroughly scrutinised 
by our lawyers and has 
to meet strict legal cri¬ 
teria before it can have 
a Part 2 status. 

This is not an easy 
process and I guarantee 
that it is for legal rea¬ 
sons. We will not use 
this as a device to hide 
anything from the pub¬ 
lic. 

This council is com¬ 
mitted to openness and 
transparency, wherever 
legally possible. On 
that you have my prom¬ 
ise.

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Anna Karenina, ambitious 
but poorly executed... 


W hen Joe 
Wright 
arrived 
with the one-two 
punch of Pride & 
Prejudice and 
Atonement, the 
director seemed to 
be heading straight 
for the upper eche¬ 
lons of Hollywood. 

While the director 
wobbled slightly with 
The Soloist (his first 
American outing), he 
redeemed himself great¬ 
ly with last year's 
females-led action 
movie Hanna, showing 
there was more than met 
the eye to the Brit, 
whose latest film sees 
him adapt Leo Tolstoy's 
Anna Karenina. 

Set in late 19th centu¬ 
ry Russia, Keira 
Knightley plays the titu¬ 
lar Anna, whose mar¬ 
riage to Alexei (Jude 
Law) is suffering; she 
embarks upon an affair 
with Count Vronsky 
(Aaron Taylor-Johnson), 
which has dramatic con¬ 
sequences for all 
involved... 

Anna Karenina marks 
the third time that Joe 
Wright and Keira 
Knightley have worked 
together, their first two 
team-ups heralding mas¬ 
sive success in Pride & 
Prejudice and 
Atonement. Sadly they 
are unable to claim a 
hat-trick here as the 
ambition of Anna 
Karenina isn’t matched 
by the execution, the 


adaptation starting 
brightly but faltering as 
it makes its way to its 
conclusion. 

Joe Wright has never 
been the most conven¬ 
tional of directors, his 
early films eschewing 
the staid expectations of 
the source material and 
being brought vividly to 
life, while both The 
Soloist and Hanna, 
while completely differ¬ 
ent gemes, both showed 
ambition beyond what 
was expected. Here 
Wright shoots the 
majority of the film 
within a theatre, the dif¬ 
ferent locations sign¬ 
posted by different 
backgrounds, camera 
angles and so forth. 

It is a freeing con¬ 
cept, reducing the epic 
sprawl of the story to 
something far more inti¬ 
mate and intriguing. 

Yet Wright doesn’t 
seem wholly convinced 
by this, the film veering 
more onto location as 
the story progresses, for 
no reason whatsoever; if 
he can bring a train or a 
horse race into the con¬ 
fines of the theatre why 
not a horse-drawn car¬ 
riage? Wright never 
makes this clear, and 
though aiming for 
something theatrical and 
showing some beautiful 
touches, it feels uneven. 

The performances are 
more of a theatrical bent 
than a filmic one, main¬ 
tain Wright’s aesthetic, 
but again feel a bit and 
hit miss. Keira 
Knightly offers an

uneven performance in 
the lead, failing to 
imbibe the (anti?) hero¬ 
ine of the piece with 
any sympathy despite 
her plight as the story 
progresses. 

The actress is more 
than capable of offering 
the goods but, some 
flashes aside, her per¬ 
formance leaves you 
feeling as cold as a 
Russian winter. 

Jude Law is particu¬ 
larly good as her 
wronged husband, a 
seemingly-staid individ- 
iual incapable of show¬ 
ing emotion in a world 
that seems to be passing 
him by, the actor prov¬ 
ing he is a better ensem¬ 
ble player than lead. 

Aaron Johnson, as his 
love rival, feels miscast 
as Vronsky, the actor 
looking too young for 
the role (particularly 
with a moustache a 13- 
year-old would be 


embarrassed about). 

With the likes of 
Matthew Macfadyen 
and Domhnall Gleeson 
(whose subplot is more 
engaging than the cen¬ 
tral story) standing out 
in a support cast that 
also numbers Kelly 
McDonald, Ruth Wilson 
and Olivia Williams, 
there is no shortage of 
star wattage on display 
- it’s just a shame the 
leads. Law aside, don’t 
really ignite. 

Landing Tom 
Stoppard to write the 
screenplay was quite a 
coup, but this feels lead¬ 
en as well, the drama 
feeling undernourished 
by the script, events 
passing by with a shrug. 

You can’t fault 
Wright’s attempts to 
take Anna Karenina in a 
different direction, but 
the end result, while 
ambitious, just fails to 
engage past the clever 
concept, a shame given 
the talent involved. 

VERDICT - Bold 
and invigorating, but 
lacking in the substance 
to back it up, Anna 
Karenina feels too lead¬ 
en despite the best 
efforts of Joe Wright to 
take the material into a 
different realm. 
Disappointing central 
turns from the leads are 
slightly compensated for 
by a good support cast, 
but it isn’t enough to 
really engage. Poor.

THE sleepy village of 
Llanblethian lies one mile 
south west of Cowbridge, 
with attractive houses 
looking down on the area 
below. 

A gentleman called Thomas 
Carlyle wrote about “The cheer¬ 
ful group of human homes clus¬ 
tered like sleeping cataract of 
white houses with trees overlook¬ 
ing and fringing it dotted over the 
hillside overlooking the village in 
a hollow”. 

Carlyle’s friend, John Sterling 
(1806-44), lived at Llanblethian. 
He was a journalist and critic on 
the affairs of the Peninsula War, 
writing about military matters as 
he was a retired Army Officer. 

He lived over the brow of the 
hill at a guest house overlooking 
the church and castle. 

Once named St Quentins, the 
listed Llanblethian hill fort (also 
known as Caer Dynnaf) is set on 
the hillside. It is thought to have 
evolved from the Norman period 
as a ruinous building of rectangu¬ 
lar shape with L2m thick walls 
from around 1200. 

However, the surrounding 
walls and gateway are additions 
by Gilbert de Clare from 1307, 
which were sadly not completed 
until after his death in 1314 at the 
battle of Brannock. 

Other parts of the hill fort 
include ruinous semi-octagonal 
towers to the south east and south 
west comers. The ivy-clad gate¬ 
house is bordered by towers and 
arrow loops (holes). 

It also had a passageway to a 
coiled staircase to the rear, and 
the remains of a keep are still vis¬ 
ible 10 metres south of the gate¬ 
house. 

The gatehouse once had guard 
rooms on each side, and was in 


service as a prison for a long peri¬ 
od of time. It was reportedly 
three or four storeys high and 
built over earthworks from the 
14th Century. The fortress was 
held by the Lord of Glamorgan, 
and also had connections with the 
Herbert and Fitzhamon families, 
who had all disappeared from 
records by the first quarter of the 
14th Century. 

The castle was used by many 
Lords of Glamorgan until the late 
19th Century, when it was down¬ 
graded to a cowshed. With very 
little remains of such a grand 
building, it was given to the state 
in 1994, with the 14th Century 
gatehouse undergoing restoration 
by CADW. 

Llanblethian Church is dedi¬ 
cated to St John the Baptist, and 
stands on the hill behind the cas¬ 
tle leaning towards Llyswomey. 

Iron Age remains were also 
found here, as well as evidence of 
Roman existence within the 
vicinity. 

Legendary tales are aplenty 
around the area of the castle, the 
most famous being of its people 
claiming to outsmart the devil. 

St Quentin is said to have con¬ 
ducted battles with the evil one 
around the area. He is supposed 
to have wounded Satan, leaving 
him lame for three days. 

Eerily relating to this fable, the 
slopes on the hills are reported to 
hold the marks from the battle, 
and have been named ‘The 
Devil’s Right Knee Cap and Left 
Foot’, because of the severity of 
his wounds. 

Another mystifying tale 
involves pixies who are described 
as wearing red military uniforms. 
They seem intent on dancing 
around the castle site supposedly 
guarding it from attack. 

But where could these little 
people have come from, and why 


would they want to parade around 
an area outside their normal habi¬ 
tat? 

The startling image of a gra¬ 
cious looking lady in red has been 
seen floating around the top of the 
gatehouse, only to slowly fade 
away into oblivion. Could this 
strange spectacle be searching for 
someone from another world 
beyond our understanding, or just 
an illusory trick of the mind? 

Visitors to the castle have 
reported the feeling of being 
pushed, only to discover that no 
physical person is performing this 
mischievous deed. 

Could the inhabitants of yester¬ 
year be trying to remind us that 
this once enchanting building was 
their home, or just a misjudgment 
of emotion at such an ancient 
location? 

The shadowy cloaked figure of 
a man has been seen walking 
around the embattlements as if in 
human form. What is this creepy 
image, and why would it choose 
to roam an area unrecognisable to 
him today as its outward appear¬ 
ance is an antiquated ruin? 

An ancient soldier wearing a 
suit of armour has occasionally 
been seen around the gatehouse, 
wandering as if in search of some¬ 
thing or someone. But why 
would a gallantry warrior want to 
return to a place beyond his own 
realm? 

An implausible story, passed 
down through the generations of 
time, conveys the sighting of a 
headless dog, which is said to 
have belonged to a giant who 
roamed the hills. He is alleged to 
have decapitated his canine com¬ 
panion by accidentally tugging 
too harshly on the leash. 

Fact or fiction? It’s up to you 
to decide ...

The competitors who were able 
to complete the 30-minute course 
within the time, demonstrated the 
close working relationship between 
handler and dog and the ability to 
stay calm and focused under the 
pressure of the shedding ring. 

By 6pm on the Saturday, the 
International Supreme Champions 
2012 were declared as Ian Brownlie 
and Boredale Gus, with Scotland 
taking the team title. Reserve 
Supreme Champion was Robert 
Ellis and Mirk (Bridgend). 

The International Brace 
Champion was Welshman Ian 
Jones with his dogs, Tom and Jess, 
and Wales also took the Driving 
Championship with Jeff Hudd and 
his dog Tysswg Nell. 

Following their run, every dog 
had to be inspected by ophthalmic 
vet, Mr Paul Evans. 

As well as the main action on the 
field, there were many behind the 


scenes ensuring the smooth running 
and seamless operation. Twenty 
sheep stewards, many trialists 
themselves who were not taking 
part in the international, worked 
tirelessly with their dogs to ensure 
that the 320 Suffolk x Welsh 
Mountain Mule sheep, belonging to 
Mr Harris, were shepherded to and 
from the trials field. 

There were also a team of 
remarkable field stewards who cov¬ 
ered the slick movement of people 
and vehicles around the site. 

There was worldwide attention 
on this event with visitors from as 
far afield as, Sweden, Canada and 
the USA. 

There were many local specta¬ 
tors who, before the event was held 
in the Vale, had not attended a 
Sheepdog Trials. 

For hosts Tudor and Janet 
Harris it was a real family affair. 
Their daughter, Helen Howells, is 
secretary for the event, son-in-law, 
Dai Howells, vice-chairman, and 
Dai’s brother Lyn was a member of 
the 2012 Welsh team. Added to 
that, Tudor’s own dog Gwen is the 
mother of Irish team member 
Michael Feeney’s dog ‘Jack’, who 
was competing, as was Jack’s 
father who is Welsh team member 
Rob Ellis’ Mirk, from Bridgend. 

There was also the ‘Food and 
Country Fair’ with countryside 
ring attractions including falconry, 
sheepdog and duck displays and 
gundog displays.

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Helvetic withdraws service 

Cardiff Airport 
is to miss Swiss 


CARDIFF AIRPORT 
has received a new 
body blow, with the 
decision by a Swiss 
airline to stop its serv¬ 
ice to Zurich later this 
year. 

The Helvetic service 
won’t run through the 
winter, but it is reported 
both parties are in talks to 
resume the service by 
next summer. 

The news comes hard 
on the heels of the air¬ 
port posting a £319,000 
loss in 2011, following a 
profit of £lmillion in 
2010. 

The leader of the 
Welsh Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies, said 
Helvetic’s decision was 
‘a warning’ that the First 
Minister needed to act 
fast in arresting the air¬ 
port’s decline. 

He said: “Setting up 
task groups is all fine and 
well but let’s remember 
that this came after the 
First Minister had 
embarked upon a one- 
man mission to talk 
down the airport earlier 
this year; something that 
cannot have encouraged 
airlines to take a punt on 
bringing new routes to

Cardiff. The sad truth is 
that despite having huge 
potential, Cardiff Airport 
needs real action and it is 
time that the Welsh 
Government made a 
commitment to looking 
at route establishment 
grants as an absolute pri¬ 
ority.” 

A spokesman for the 
Welsh Government said 
formation of a task force 
group, which the First 
Mnister chairs, demon¬ 
strated that it was 
addressing the issues 
faced by the airport. 

“Our focus is on mak¬ 
ing Cardiff Airport an 
airport that helps drive 
economic development 
and tourism. 

“A vibrant airport is a 
key piece of national 
infrastructure. The First 
Minister's establishment 
of the task force demon¬ 
strates our commitment 
to the airport.” 

The Cardiff Airport 
Task Force was set up to 
examine the competitive 
position of the airport 
and brings together the 
site’s owners, the Welsh 
Government and busi¬ 


ness leaders. 

The task force’s stated 
aims are increasing the 
number of flights, 
expanding connectivity 
with other countries, and 
boosting economic 
investment. 

Helvetic will continue 
to serve Bristol Airport, 
which was a stop on the 
flight to Cardiff. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cardiff Airport told The 
GEM it was confident the 
Swiss service would be 
re-established. 

She said: “Helvetic 
launched from Cardiff in 
March 2011 and has 
operated three times 
weekly. 

“Its decision to stop 
operating for the winter 
of 2012-13 is a commer¬ 
cial decision based upon 
results last year. 

“While it is disap¬ 
pointing, we are working 
to ensure its return for 
summer 2013 and are 
confident that this can be 
achieved. ” 

The spokeswoman 
pointed out that the regu¬ 
lar Helvetic flights had 
brought many Swiss 
tourists to Wales and was 
an opportunity that could 
be built on

THIS year’s ‘Local 
Government 
Performance’ 
report finds that 
the Vale Council is 
“performing well” 
in many areas - but 
there is room for 
improvement. 

The report, from the 
Local Government Data 
Unit, examines and com¬ 
pares the performance of 
Wales’ 22 county coun¬ 
cils. 

The Leader of the 
Vale Council, Coun Neil 
Moore, said: “The coun¬ 
cil has achieved some 
good results, but there 
are areas that we need to 
improve. 

“The council is a top 
performer when it comes 
to offering assessments 
to carers of adults. We 
also ensure that 100 per 
cent of youngsters who 
have been looked after 
by the authority are in 
suitable accommodation 
when they are 19 years 
old. 

“The percentage of 
statutory visits our social 
services teams made to 
children looked after by 
the council was another 
area where the council 
was found to be a top 
performer, alongside 
several other social serv¬ 
ices indicators where the 
council was one of the 
best performers in 
Wales. 

“The performance of 
pupils at Vale Council- 
maintained schools mir¬ 
rored the excellent A- 
Level and GCSE results 
achieved by local pupils, 
with the Vale found to 
be one of the top three 
education authority areas 
in Wales. 

“It’s also good to see 
that we are a top per¬ 
former when it comes to 
clearing away fly-tip- 
ping, which is done 
within five days. 

“The condition of our 
roads is a complaint we 
often hear from resi¬ 
dents. The report finds 
that the percentage of 
our roads in a poor con¬ 
dition is average for 


Wales - but this is not 
good enough, and the 
council is working hard 
to improve as many 
roads as possible. 

“It is concerning to 
see that the Vale has the 
lowest level of afford¬ 
able housing as a per¬ 
centage of new homes, 
provided during the 
reporting period, and 
this is something we will 
be investigating. 

“However, our per¬ 
formance on preventing 
homelessness is above 
average.” 

On the affordable 
housing issue, Coun 
Moore told The GEM 
that he had asked to see 
details of previous years, 
and all other relevant

meeting Mr Smith in the 
past, and appreciate his 
strong beliefs. 

However, my article 
in The GEM focused on 
outcomes such as the 
delay to receive cancer 
treatment, or to see a 
specialist. 

My research was 
prompted by an increase 
in the numbers of peo¬ 
ple that have contacted 
me worried about the 
wait they are experienc¬ 
ing. 

Official data shows 
that the waiting times in 
Wales are alarming. 

It is tragic that in 
Wales many people are 
waiting longer than two 
months before seeing a 
cancer specialist, after 
referral from a GP. 

In England, the target 
waiting time is one 
month or less. 

Since my GEM arti¬ 
cle, I have been asked 
by other constituents to 
query their cancer care 
and to push for access 
to other drugs and treat¬ 
ment that are readily 
available to patients in 
England, but not here in 
Wales. 


Again, the latest fig¬ 
ures show that the 
Welsh Government 
spends £2,905 per inci¬ 
dence on cancer drugs, 
where the UK average 
is £3,398 per case. 

I hope this highlights 
that I am not focused on 
structures. 

This week, I called 
for a debate in 
Parliament to consider 
the different approaches 
to cancer care across all 
the nations of the UK. 

I highlighted to the 
Minister that if you live 
in the Vale (or anywhere 
in Wales) you are likely 
to wait longer for treat¬ 
ment, will not have 
ready access to new 
drugs as is the case in 
England and, tragically, 
face lower mortality 
rates. 

I hope readers will 
support my campaign 
challenging the Welsh 
Government to support 
our doctors and nurses 
to deliver better cancer 
treatment.

IS BMW’S HYBRID NEWCOMER SET 
TO TOPPLE THE CHAMPS AT LAST? 


MOTORING WITH 
TIM SAUNDERS 





The BMWActiveHybrid 5 is challenging 
the best hybrids on the market. 


F or the past 
decade or so, 
Toyota and 
Honda have 
reigned supreme in 
the world of the 
hybrid. 

But are they set to be 
toppled now that the 
luxury market has final¬ 
ly embraced this tech¬ 
nology? There are now 
offerings from Audi, 
Mercedes and BMW. 

Fresh from its spon¬ 
sorship of the London 
Olympics 2012, BMW 
has entrusted me with 
its Active Hybrid 5; a 5- 
series with a three-litre 
straight six turbo petrol 
engine coupled to a 
54hp electric motor. 

The high-perform¬ 
ance lithium-ion battery, 
which resides at the 
back of the reasonably 
sized boot, is charged 
whenever the BMW 
ActiveHybrid 5 is brak¬ 
ing, with the electric 
motor performing the 
role of a generator. 

At speeds up to 
37mph this 5 series uses 
electric power, making 
it pollution-free around 
towns. However, any 
incline resulting in 
acceleration sees the 
engine take charge. 

The operating status 
of the powertrain is dis¬ 
played in the instrument 
cluster and on the 


iDrive central control 
unit’s screen. 

It’s got to be one of 
the fastest hybrids 
around, reaching 60mph 
from standstill in just 
6.4 seconds, and on to a 
top speed of 155mph. 
This means that you can 
overtake in places that 
you would never nor¬ 
mally consider. 

When the accelerator 
is kicked to the floor, 
it’s like a scolded cat 
and there’s a raspy, rac¬ 
ing car-type note 
released from the 
exhausts. 

But surely the point 
of a hybrid is to be 
super environmentally- 
friendly and efficient? It 
is, therefore, irksome to 
find out that it only 
returns 44mpg and 
makes me question the 
logic behind this vehi¬ 
cle. 

The point, according 
to the German car 
maker, is that the 
ActiveHybrid 5 delivers 
similar performance to 
its 535i but has 16 per 
cent lower fuel con¬ 
sumption and C02 
emissions. 

Its engine stop-start 
doesn’t always come on 
when the vehicle pulls 
up at the lights, though. 
Perhaps the comments I 
make on my video at 
testdrives.biz are a little 
unfair. 

A fully charged elec¬ 


tric motor allows the 
‘Beemer’ to travel about 
three miles. It takes 
around five minutes to 
fully charge the battery 
from empty. 

It is claimed that 
careful driving can actu¬ 
ally see the BMW cover 
650 miles on its 67-litre 
tank. Try doing that in a 
535i. 

This year is the 40th 
anniversary of the popu¬ 
lar 5 series and, in com¬ 
mon with most other 
cars on Britain’s roads, 
and the population as a 
whole, the sixth genera¬ 
tion model has grown in 
size. 

With its purposeful 
nose, trademark double 
kidney grille and ‘bling’ 


17-inch alloy wheels, 
it’s certainly eye-catch¬ 
ing. 

From inside the cock¬ 
pit, the distinctive, long 
bonnet is quite a focal 
point. As long as the 
driver has the key on 
them, if they lift a 
locked door handle, it 
will automatically open. 

While its interior is 
well above average in 
terms of build quality, it 
is lacklustre and pre¬ 
dictable - plenty of 
black rubber, plastic and 
leather. But it’s nice to 
see strips of brushed 
aluminium, which break 
the monotony. A neat 
touch is the leather- 
topped centre armrest 
that splits in two when 


opened. Rear occupants 
have a comfortable 
existence. 

Its eight-speed 
Steptronic automatic 
gearbox is simple to 
use. Similar to Peugeot 
there is a head up dis¬ 
play, which projects the 
travelling speed onto 
the inside of the wind¬ 
screen and only the 
driver can see it. 

One qualm is that if 
the driver wants to 
check the odometer they 
have to make a point of 
leaning forward in order 
to peer over the steering 
wheel - the digital read¬ 
ing should be higher up. 

In a £47,000 car I 
expect both heated and 
cooled front seats but 
only get my first wish, 
which is unfortunate as 
leather does get sticky 
in hot weather. 

The ActiveHybrid 5 
has highlighted the vari¬ 
ety of cruise controls 
now available. 

Generally, there are 
three types, let’s call 
them gold, silver and 
bronze for sake of argu¬ 
ment. 

Gold sets the speed, 
measures the distance of 
the vehicle in front and 
reacts accordingly, 
braking and accelerating 
as appropriate thanks to 
clever radars - this is 
found in Rolls Royce, 
Jaguar and Volvo cars. 

For silver, remove 


the radars but the sys¬ 
tem still keeps the 
engine at the desired 
speed no matter what 
the incline - this can be 
found in the Skoda 
Fabia. 

Basic bronze is for 
flat roads - show it a 
downward hill and it 
will gain speed, while it 
will lose speed travel¬ 
ling up it, as in the 
Renault Megane. 

This BMW has the 
middle system, operated 
by a control at the left 
of the steering wheel. It 
can be used at speeds of 
20mph and above. 

Given the continual 
change in traffic speed, 
for me this system 
results in pins and nee¬ 
dles in my left hand. I 
find the speed limiter 
easier to handle. 

Arguably, the BMW 
adds a new dimension 
to the hybrid market; 
while it’ll travel further 
on its battery than a 
Toyota Prius or Honda 
Insight and charges 
quicker, the overall 
economy figures need 
improving. Diesels still 
win hands down for 
those seeking frugality.

Emissions: 149 g/km; 

Road tax: £155 a 
year; 

0-60mph: 6.4secs; 

Top speed: 155mph 
(limited).

IT was hard enough when the 
fixtures were compiled. It was 
made even harder when pass 
master Joe Allen withdrew just 
before the kick-off against 
Belgium due to illness. It was 
made almost impossible as soon 
as James Collins was harshly 
dismissed on 26 minutes. 

It was a strange night at the 
Cardiff City Stadium. Both posi¬ 
tives and negatives reared then- 
respective heads, but now Wales 
find themselves in a depressing situ¬ 
ation of having started their cam¬ 
paign with two defeats. 

Belgium’s line-up is mightily 
impressive these days, but Wales’ 
mix of the odd Premier League star 
and solid professional was mixing it 
well. 

But once Collins had been dis¬ 
missed for a challenge on 
Guillaume Gillet, the tide began to 
turn. It was a harsh decision given 
that both players’ feet were off the 
ground. Both displayed studs when 
diving in for a loose ball, but as 
Collins was a little late, referee 
Stefan Johannesson decided it war¬ 
ranted a red. 

Chris Coleman’s one mistake was 
deploying Reading’s Simon Church 
out wide. Through the middle he 
can, at times, look threatening. But 
with the marauding Bale down one 
wing. Church’s lack of mobility 
gave the team a disjointed look. 

Belgium looked slick if never 
overly threatening in possession. 
Axel Witsel was arguably the star of 
the show. He tracked everything and 
didn’t let anyone in the Welsh mid- 
field breathe. 

Although his shooting from range 
left something to be desired, his eye 
for a pass was almost as noticeable 
as the afro he sports alongside 
Marouane Fellaini. 

Belgium went ahead just before 
half-time when a corner routine 
practiced and executed many times 
over the years wasn’t picked up by 
the Welsh defence. Dries Mertens

floated the ball in to the near post 
where Vincent Kompany peeled 
away from Darcy Blake and used 
his strength to hold the Palace play¬ 
er at bay while he nodded home. 

From then, their confidence grew 
and Boaz Myhill became a very 
busy man, with Wales offering very 
little up front despite a dogged and 
professional display from the 
defence and midfield. 

Belgium sealed the win with 
eight minutes left. It was another 
soft free kick given by the Swedish 
referee, and Blake looked stunned. 
But there was nothing controversial 
about the strike from Jan 
Vertonghen, as Spurs’ new star wal¬ 
loped the ball in to the far comer 
after being teed up. 

It completed an enjoyable 
evening for the rowdy Belgian sup¬ 
port who had travelled in their num¬ 
bers and had been in fine voice 
throughout.

The result leaves Wales’ hopes of 
qualifying for a major tournament 
once again in tatters, and Coleman 
with a lot to do to raise morale 
before Scotland visit Cardiff next 
month.
